by Governor White that the state 
is facing a grave financial crisis, 
Ohio legislators swung their swivel 
chairs face to face today with the 
grim task of juggling the state's 
tax system to provide sufficient 
funds with which to keep the gov- 
ernment machinery oiled and chug- 
ging for another biennium. 


The job is by no means simple 


child's play, the legislators realize, 
and they have before them at least 
a month's labor over involved and 
complicated methods whereby ad- 
ditional revenue can be obtained. 


MUST WATCH FUNDS 


The need is immediate, Gover- 


nor White told the legislators, or 
"there will have to be substantial 
curtailments" m the operations of 
state governmental activities. 


And some of them, he warned, 


"may prove most undesirable from 
the 'standpoint of'public welfare." 


With this gloomy prediction 


written on the walls of the state- 
house corriders, the legislators be- 
gan unwinding the knitwork of 
taxation proposals that have been 
woven during the 31-day recess 
by a special legislative committee. 


One by one the proposals will 


be sifted through public hearings, 
conferences and committees. It 
will be the "survival of the fittest" 
to carve the new taxation system 
that will provide the necessary 
"additional revenue." 


The 
governor's message—his 


fourth since his inauguration- 
was given to the legislature last 
night. In it he cautioned against 
"making appropriations in excess 
of incomes which may be reason- 
ably .expected." 


The state's income, due in part 


to_the_business depression, Jus_said, 
"is, continually falling behind its 
: expenditures."

Aware that danger lurks in the 
concentration of 672 airplanes in 
the spring air corps maneuvers 
beginning in Dayton, O., next Fri- 
day, Army air chiefs have taken 
every precaution against

dents, and have provided for 
almost instantaneous hospital ser- 
vice in case of crack-ups. 


In th*first place, according to 


plans for the maneuvers over TJay- 
ton, Chicago, New York, Boston, 
Washington, Philadelphia and oth- 
er east coast cities, no attempt 
will be made to "carry-on" in bad 
weather. 


Although weather is an element 


of danger "all in the day's work," 
in war time, officials saw no reas- 
on for submitting the air 
corps 


unnecessarily to danger in peace 
operations. 


NOT AN EMERGENCY 


"This is not a real emergency," 


Trubee Davison, assistant secre- 
tary of war for aviation pointed 
out today. *"It would be poor 
policy that called for risking the 
safety of personnel and equipment, 
particularly in view of the fact 
most of our operations will be in 
the vicinity of thickly populated 
centers such as Dayton, Chicago, 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
and Washington."

EARLY ADVERTISER 
IS HIGHLY HONORED 


It is generally ~ag*reed that one 


of the foundations of modem bus- 
iness is advertising. '1930, a year 
long to be remembered for many 
things not so pleasant, was a splen- 
did year to test out the value of 
advertising efficiency in modern 
business. 


Most of us, not being fully in- 


formed on the subject, aie apt to 
consider 
advertising a strictly 


modern weapon of business advan- 
cement. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that Cyrus Hall 
McCormick, whose invention of 
the reaper one hundred years ago 
is being celebrated throughout the 
world this year, was a great be- 
liever in advertising and a constant 
user or advertising- space. His first 
advertisement 
of 
the 
reap- 


er appeared in 1833 in the Lexing- 
ton Union. From time to time he 
continued to publish notices of his 
reaper and also of his patented 
hillside plow. By 1845 he was pub- 
lishing long advertisements in the 
farm papers of Chicago, Detroit, 
Columbus, and northern New York. 


These reaper" advertisements of 


long ago hardly meet the advertis- 
ing standards of today. Yet, in 
the last analysis, they contain the 
essentials found in the highest type 
of modern advertisement, arranged 
in the quaint style of the period. 
There is an illustration of the reap- 
er drawn by a team of sleek horses, 
moving along at an easy" trot: a 
man m a high hat is raking the 
platform clear. The text of the ad- 
vertisement speaks of 
the 
good ] 


crops that are coming, of a labor 


and 
admonishes 
the 


farmers to place their orders early, 
before the supply is exhausted. 
Then appears a testimonial, some- 
times a round-robin affair, sign- 
ed by farmers throughout Indiana, 
Illinois, and Wisconsin. 


McCormick, almost a century 


ago, brought the force of advertis- 
ing to hia aid in building up the 
farm equipment Industry. He be- 
lieved in advertising. He was a 
prolific contributor to newspapers 
and magazines, always writing and 
challenging and pointing out why, 
bis reaper was the best and why I 
should be used.
